Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 

1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality 
of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on May 16, 2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

3. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8, 51, 54-55, 58, 61-64, 69, 72-73, 75 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Elzur (US 6,621,893 B2). 

Elzur discloses a general purpose computer system (host computer 
system; col. 1, line 60), comprising:

an application having a telephony functionality for handling telephony- 
related communications signals when the computer system is operating in a 
main processor powered-on state (col. 5, lines 26-38); 

a telephony control for inputting a command (digital telephone 160); 

an operating system having a component operably coupled to the 
telephony control and the application (host computer system is coupled to 
digital telephone 160 via a computer telephony integration adapter, which is 
inserted into a computer interface 190 on a motherboard of the host computer 
system; see Figure 1; col. 1, lines 57-63); and 

the computer system further configured to establish a computer-based 
telephony link when in a main processor powered-down state such that a user 
may receive incoming calls through the computer system via a computer- 
related telephony (the computer telephony integration adapter is configured so 
that calls can be received and transmitted even if the host computer system is 
powered down; col. 4, line 63 - col. 5, line 25). 

4. Claims 1-73, 75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Bear et al. (US 2004/0225901 Al). 

The applied reference has common inventors with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
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inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

5. Claims 1-73, 75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Bear et al. (US 2004/0240650 Al). 

The applied reference has common inventors with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1. 132 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-4, 7, 9-50, 52-53, 56-57, 59-60, 65-68, 70-71 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elzur. 

Elzur differs from claims 3-4, 7, 9-50, 52-53, 56-57, 59-60, 65-68, 70-71 
in that it does not explicitly describe the various buttons and switching 
features. However, the examiner takes Official notice that such features are 
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notoriously old and well known in the telephony art such that it would have 
been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill to incorporate such well known 
telephony features within the computer- telephony system of Elzur.

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-73, 75 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
